When the James crowd was cleared out 
it was thought that train robbing as an in- 
dustry was about over. Instead of that the 
robberies have kept right og. There have 
Been few convictions for the crime. It is 
hard work to convict a train robber in Jack- 
son County. The evidence may be strong, 
and the presumption of guilt great, but some 
way the accused man wriggles free. It. has 
happened time and again. 

Jack Kennedy of Kansas City, who Is gen- 


erally known as the “ Quail Hunter,” told a. 


reporter for a local paper that the Missouri 
Pacific railroad had made him an offer of 
a. fair sum each year if he would promise 
that their trains should not beheld up. Ken- 
nedy was tried twice*for holding up a Chi- 
cago and Alton passenger train at Blue 
Cut, near Kansas City, on the night of Dec. 
28, 1896. A glance at the evidence produced 
against the ‘Quail Hunter” shows how 
strong a case against a train robber must be 
to persuade a Jackson County jury that the 
man should be punished. The Chicago and 
Alton train was held up by four masked 
men, and a big sum of money secured. Ken- 
nedy, who was dead broke the day before the 
robbery, on the night after was spending 
money like a drunken sailor. 

In the first trial. James Flynn confessed 
that he was one of the robbers who held up 
the train, and related the story of the crime 
‘down to the most trivial détails. He said 
Kennedy was the leader of the gang. Mrs. 
Flynn testified that Kennedy came to her 
house the night of the holdup and went away 
with her husband and came back with him. 
Miss Kate Mullins testified that she saw 
Kennedy leave the house that night with 
Flynn. An overcoat borrowed by Kennedy 
from a city fireman was found at Flynn’s 
house. Somie of the gold taken from the 
train was dug up on the Flynn place. A 
package of bank note stolen from the ex- 
press'train with ends torn off, exactly cor- 
responding with a torn express envelope 
pierced with holes, where it was sewn 


through in the package, was found on Ken- 


nedy when he was arrested. Conductor 
Nichols, Brakeman Jones, Engineer James 
Wetmore, and Fireman Arthur Post al) 
identified Kennedy as one of the robbers.

‘GEORGE W. HENRY DEAD. 


CHICAGO MAGNATE PASSES 
AWAY IN KANSAS CITY, - 


Taken Suddenly 11 While Looking 
. Over Cattle to Add to Stock on His 
Farm in Illinois — Body Arrives 
Home Today and the Funeral Will 
. Be Held on Thursday Afternoon— 
Career in Various Walks of Busi- 

mess Life. 


Kansas City, Mo., Nov. 1.—[Special.]— 
George W. Henry, the Chicago capitalist, 
died in this city at 4 a? m. today, in his room 
at the Midland Hotel. Mr. Henry came to 
Kansas City a week ago to purchase at the 
Armour stock sale blooded cattle for his 
farm near Chicago. He caught cold, and 
when he went back to the hotel he had a 
severe chill, which developed into pneu- 
mohia. He telegraphed his wife that he 
was ill, and she came to Kansas City to wait 
on him. It was not thought his condition was 
serious, and Mr. Henry’s only son, Philip, 
who was in Chicago at the family residence, 
was not sent for.. Towards midnight Mr. 


Henry’s illness took a sudden change for the 


worse, and at 4 o’clock he died, 


Mr. Henry’s remains will reach Chicago at 
9:30 o'clock this morning over the Santa Fé 
road. They will be taken to the family res- 
idence, 1913 Michigan avenue. While the 
funeral arrangements depend upon the wish 
of Mrs. Henry, and may be changed after 
her arrival, it is intended that the ceremony 
shall be held at the house on Thursday 
afternoon, the Rev. Johnston Myers of Im- 
manual Baptist Church officiating. The in- 
terment will be at Graceland, . 


- Biography of G. W. Henry. 

G. W. Henry was of the family of Patrick 
Henry, Virginian patriot of revolutionary 
days, friend of Washington, and fiery ora- 
tor. Parson John Henry, cousin of Patrick 
Henry, himself a noted man of his day, 


} and a graduate of Princeton of the class of 


1757, was the lineal ancestor of the Western 
branch of the family. The fathers of both 


emigrated together from Aberdeen, Scot- 


land. West and East, the family remained 
united, and in 1893 William Wirt Henry, di- 
rect in line from Patrick Henry, was the 
guest in Chicago of the brothers Henry. 
Louisville,» Ky., was the birthplace of Mr. 
Henry. He was born Feb. 7, 1848, and was 
educated in the public schools of Frank- 
fort. In the closing year of the civil war, 
though under age, he enlisted in the North- 
ern army = served until the end of the 
war. 

In 1869 Mr. siti went to St. Louis, enter- 
ing the employ of the Continental Bank as 
a clerk. Two years later he came to Chi- 
cago at the invitation of his elder brother, 
Robert, and by the latter was given a posi- 
tion as salesman with the Jumber firm, 
Thompson,-Henry & Co. In 1874 he was 
made a partner in the wholesale lumber 
firm, Henry, Barker & Co., of which his 
brother was the head.. The firm remained 
unchanged until 1882, when it was reor- 
ganized under the name of Henry Bros. & 
Two years later Mr. Henry with- 
drew and organized the Henry & Coates- 
worth Lumber company, which was a prom- 
inent factor in Chicago trade until 1892, 
when Mr. Henry disposed of his interest. 


Recovers After a Loss. 
Hitherto every enterprise which Mr. Henry 
had undertaken had been stamped with 
financial success, but in 1892 he entered the 
field of real estate. His purchases were 
enormous, for he had faith that the prosper- 


| ity of Chicago could not be broken. It is 
said that he expended upwards of $2,000,000 


for land. The present Towns of West Pull- 
man and Chicago Heights were for a time in- 
cluded in his holdings. The slump of 1893 
apparently ruined him. Of a once splendid 
fortune little remained, while his debts ex- 

ed $500,000. A less resolute man might 
have accepted the misfortune as fate and 
But he recouped 
his fortune. In 1893 he organized the Henry 
Oil company, capitalized at $500,000, with 
fields in West Virginia. The success of the 
enterprise was phenomenal, its dividends 
amounting in a short time to 4 per cent a 
month. At his death $520,000 of the Indebt- 
edness incurred through real estate had been 
paid. A year ago the company doubled its 
capitalization. Mr. Henry remained the 
President of the company from its organiza- 
tion. 

The stock farm, which was his chief pride, 
was situated at Goodenow, Ill... He was 
recognized as one of the foremost cattle 
breeders of the country, and his herd has 
been exhibited from the Atlantic to the Pa- 
cific. Two years ago Mr. Henry presented 
the farm to his only son, George P. Henry, 
now 17 years old. A daughter, Blanche, 
aged 16, died four years ago. Mr. Henry 
married in 1876 Miss Florence Carissman 
of Til.
